QUALITY — OUR  Nursery  Stock  is  grown  in  the  open,  unsheltered 
prairie,  and  in  the  most  exposed  situations,  which  insures  their  hardi- 
ness, and  in  soils  admirably  adapted  for  forming  an  abundance  of 
fibrous  roots  and  robust  plants.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  our  stock  is  grown  a good  distance  apart  in  the  rows  and  under 
the  highest  state  of  cultivation,  insuring  heavier  trees  and  shrubs 
than  are  generally  offered.
